The speculation among some 
Democrats here runs this way: 

1. The revolt against Mr. Tru- 
man’s 10-point civil rights pro- 
gram may never bring about the 
electoral coHege-results., its Spen- 
sors predict, but it could hurt the 
President in border states. 

2. The late President Roosevelt 
was sufficiently concerned in 1944 
by an even weaker Dixie protest 
to toss Henry Wallace overboard. 
He picked Mr. Truman, a Mis- 
sourian, for his vice presidential 
nominee. 

3..Someone like House Minority 
Leader Rayburn of Texas could be 
chosen without serious offense to 
either racial or labor groups in

Mr. Ernest Camfield, principal, 
explained that very few schools 
in the state offer opportunities 
comparable to those in Upland. 
So far, he stated, every student

Special Care 
; Special care is being made to

age, most music authorities agree, 
that instrumental study should 
begin. Parents are asked to find 
teachers of their own choice and 
pay for the lessons. No classes 
in the study of instruments are 
offered in school.
